-|PARACHUTE FATALITY. 


A telegram appearing in Manila 
papers from Berkeley, California, 
| reports the death in-a flying ac- 

cident of Mr. Harry Abbott, an 
airman who will:'be remembered as 
having made an attempt in Hong- 
‘kong some years ago to establish a 
School of Flying. i 
_It appears that Mr, Abbott was 
‘making a series of speed trial 
races in'a baby pursuit plane, and 
when about to land the machine 
struck an air pocket at an altitude 
of about 400 feet, crashing to the 
ground. AS a consequence, Mr, 
Abbott was instantly killed. 

It will be recalled that in 1925, 
Mr. Abbott gave a number of de- 
monstrations-in Hongkong with an 
old Curtiss plane, named “Felix 
the Cat,” which he had secured 
from Manila, On Chinese New 
Year's Day that year, the Abbott 
Schoal of Flying was formally in- 
augurated on the reclamation at 
Kowloon City, but the event was 
marked by,a.sad' tragedy. Mr. Ab- 
bott had gone up in the. machine 
with Mr. Reginald Earnshaw, a 
well-known Hongkong resident, as 
parachutist. Tho latter jumped 
from the plane, but the parachute 
did not function properly, with 
the result that Mr. Earnshaw: fell 
into the harbour and, -becoming 
entangled .in the ropes of the 
parachute, was pulled, under and 
drowned. Efforts were made to 
reach him in time to effect a 
rescue, but these were in vain. 

Amongst others who went to Mr. 
Earnshaw’s ald was his brother, 
Mr. ‘Claude Earnshaw, whose 
death {s, by a strange coincidenee, 
also reported to-day. : i 
Mr. Abbott, whilst out East, did 
some stunt flying in . connexion | 
with the Manila Carnivals, and he 
also taught aviation to a number 
of Chinese in Canton, where for a 
time he had a Flying School. He 
was also made an honorary officer 
in the Chinese Air Corps, 


“REVERSING PROBLEM. 


- London, Aug, 20. , 

When the ‘airship R101-is. taken 
out for her trials before leaving 
for India, her gross lift will be 
abont. 172 tons, as. compared with 
156. tons of the R100. She will}. 
have gained an extra lift of 15] ° 
tons by the insertion of an extra’ 
bay and a further ‘six tons by 
various modifications, : 
.One compression ignition start- 
ing. engine hag also been obtained 
to take the place of one of the 
petrol engines hitherto used. If 
it ig‘a success, four others will be 
obtained for the remaining engine 
‘cars and then the R101 will carry 
no fyel but heavy oil. ° 

It is the aim of the Airship 
Department to do without petrol, 
particularly for a voyage in the 
Tropics. 
One other improvement may yet 
be completed before the ship sails. 
It is belfeved that the problem has 
‘been solved of making one of the 
engines reversible without losing 
any power, and a special wood 
propeller ig now. being made for 
fitting. to this.engine. Success in 
this respect will allow the ship to 
use al] her engines, instead of 
reserving one for going astern. 
in. case of emergency.—British

Christian Institution .in | China, 
Modernism has been permitted to 
‘have full sway. The results: are 
evident: the specific “Christian” 
character, of this ‘Assodiation has 
practically disappeared and what 
is going on at present, must logically 
end in- spiritual .and moral suicide. 
This apprehension in regard to , 
the future of the Y.M.C.A. is. felt 
not only amongst outsiders: On 
the contrary, o,,number of their 
most oytstanding Iéaders' scem to 
clearly recognize the danger that is ° 
threatening and some '.,have ‘not - 
failed to voice their alarm. Only 
quite recently, Dr. David Z..T. Yui, . . 
General Secretary of the Y.M.C.A., 
reporting on the workof the As- 
jation in China, ‘admitted “that 
in distinctively Religious: work the 
trend is still downward.” “Unless,” 
he said, “it-is soon stopped, we 
shall find ourselves no’ jonger a | 
religious, but social. organisation.

From July 15 at 
2 p.m., the Sun Tai was put on the 
Cheungchau-Hongkong run. . to} 
take the place of the Sun Chan, 
which had gone into dock. for 
repairs. Thirteen days later, on 
July 28, the Sun Tai resumed her 
old run,
